pertaining to the individual, his 
family and community. 


6. Help the student develop in- 


to an emotionally mature citizen 
with wholesome leisure time in- 
terests. 


7. Instill an appreciation of our 


natural resources. 


8. Instill an appreciation of our 


cultural heritage. 


9. Build and strengthen the 


love for America, an understand- 
ing of democracy and a loyalty 
to its ideals, in ord*r that the 
student can make a valuable con- 
tribution to his family, commu- 
mtv and nation.

CIO United Auto Workers conven- 
tion here the union will depend OR 
a proposed 25-mrl!ion-doUar UAW 
strike fund if it has to walk out 
this year in support of its demand 
for a guaranteed annual wage. 


Due* Stir Storm 


The plan of Reuther and the 


union's other officers to triple 
present member dues of $2.50 a 
month to S7.50 until the 25-miUion 
fund is raised has stirred a con- 
vention storm. So many delegates 
wanted to talk the convention had 
to be recessed Monday night and a 
fir.al vote pu: over until today. 


Reuther :s UAW president. 
During debate some delega-.es 


grumbled complete disapproval or 
raising dues. Others argued for 
bigger assessments. Still others 
were divided on whether benefits 
paid to sinkers should be fixed 
amounts for everyone idled or va- 
ried accondng to need. 


The convention was expected to 


approve the fund. 


Should Be Larger 


Carl Stellato, president of the big 


Ford Local 600 a: Detroit and a 
long-time cntc of Reuther's poli- 
cies, sa-d he agreed with Reuther 
on the need for the fund but felt it 
should be bigger. 


Stellate urged Reuther to assem- 


ble CIO and AFL leaders and seek 
contributions so the union would 
be better prepared to finance any 
strike this year against General 
Motors or Ford in behalf of the 
UAW's demands for the year- 
around pay plan, larger pensions 
and more pay. 


Reuther sa:d that for a decade 


he has urged the idea of getnng 
AFL and CIO unions, as well as 
the independent U n i t e d Mine 
Workers and railroad unions, to 
"create a joint defense fund so 
that everybody in it will be fi- 
nanced bv everybody's money. 


"One day we will be able to do 


this." he said. "We're working on 
it. But nght now we have our 
own problems to work out while 
we're working on these long-range 
programs."

OREGON — (Special) — A soil 


conservation survey, as made by 
the Soil Conservation Service, is a 
physical inventory of the land. This 
survey, made by a trained soil 
scientist, shows the characteristics 
of the soil which are very impor- 
tant in determining proper land 
use and the development of land 
capability maps. These maps are 
used by soil conservation techni- 
cians to assist farmers in develop- 
ing farm conservation plans. 


This inventory identified the soil 


with respect to: 


1. Type of soU. 
2. Per cent of slope. 
3. Kxtent of erosion. 
This information is fundamental 


in order to give recommendations 
with respect to value, use and 
treatment of the land. 


Determine Type 


The type of soil is determined by !

You can do it by eliminating farm 
accidents, says Ordie Hogsett, ex- 
tension safety specialist.

A survey by the U. S. Bureau of 


Agricultural Economics shows that 
more than 20 days are lost per 
farm accident each year and that 
medical and hospital costs average 
over $40.
